Commissioner General Sir William Norwood in his annual 


report. 
He says the recent rapid growth in population and 


the increasing duties of the police makes the present force 


inadequate. 
London now has 18,540 uniformed police, 842 


detectives a n i 50 women for a population of more than 7,- 


D00.0O0. 
Last year 1,457 
police 
were injured in the per­ 


formance of their duty hut this was due to the London rule 


whereby police are unarmed. 
They have only a small baton 


which must be carried in the pocket and must not be u'ed 


unless the policeman believes his life is in danger. 


One could scarcely imagine a policeman going unarmed 


in any of our cities over 10,000 in this country, and yet 


London has found it to work very successfully in spite of 


those injured. 


L ast year the police of that city arrested 68,057 persons 


and recovered $3,320,000 in stolen property. 
Six persons 


were arrested for murder la«t year, o f whom one was hang 


ed, two foutif’ insane, two acquitted and one was discharged 


There were only three unsolved murders, 
Think of that I 


And yet Chicago recently had a record o f murders in one 


week which would equal London's for a year, and Chicago 


is just half the population of London. 
Doesn't ihat make 


one pause and wonder what a deplorable situation crime has 


gotten this country into 
Five policemen were killed in one 


week in Chicago; not,? one was killed in London during the 


past year. 


And the alarming part of it to the United States lies in 


the fact that apparently crime, instead of being curbed, is 


on the increase. 
The newspapers are full of daily murders, 


not because the newspapers want to bring accounts of them, 


but because they are the outstanding news of the day in 


many cases and because their numbers exert a certain in­ 


fluence on ♦he news of the day. 
Perhaps eventually it will 


be up to the newspapers to help solve many of them, any­ 


way. 


It is pretty hard to determine just why England has 


s o little crime and why. too, it is running rampant in this 


country. 
Perhaps the fact that England has made such few 
laws accounts for part cf it. 
Rut undoubtedly there are
